For instance, KC6TZU went from 
the trail ride directly to Orinda Fire where he 


was pressed into service as Manager of the

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"Caldis Pole” Dedicated on Contra 
Costa Canal 


When Jay Caldis, KT6Y, ran his bicycle into 
a barrier pole on the Contra Costa Canal two 
years ago, he woke up in the hospital, nursing a 
concussion. His riding partner, Dick Schulze, 
AA6DL, summoned an ambulance using the 
club's 220 autopatch. 


The accident hasn’t deterred Caldis from 
getting his exercise by riding his bicycle from 
his Walnut Creek home to “Fat City” (Alpine 
Bakery at Concord Terminal) on a daily basis. 
However, Caldis is slightly more cautious now 
when he passes that pole. 


On November 8, “the pole that Jay hit” was 
officially dedicated as the Caldis Pole by the 
EBRPD and a group of loyal and influential 
friends. The pole now bears a four-inch 
inscribed yellow band at its base. 


“It's a wonderful addition to a magnificent trail 
system,” a Parks Department employee noted. 
"It gives meaning to an otherwise insignificant 
location.” 


Next time you are on the Contra Costa Canal 
trail, look for the Caldis Pole. It is north of 
Treat Boulevard at the Happy Nursery canal 
crossing. New hams note: the exact location of 
the pole may become a question on future ham

Have you ever wondered what it would be like to call for 
help and not have anyone answer? It could be pretty 
traumatic. 


Now, have you ever tried to make a radio call through a 
“pileup” of “rag chewers” who don’t have a millisecond 
between sentences? 


Club repeaters are “open” for the enjoyment of all. But 
sometimes we need reminders of common courtesy. 


Repeater users should leave a second or so between 
contacts so that a guy with a need to “break” can do so. 
Sometimes those “breaks” are to call for help. 
Sometimes the “breaks” are to help a person get home 
without getting bound up in traffic. 


We all need to take note that during commute hours of 
6:30 AM to 8 AM and again from 4 PM to 6:30 PM 
repeater use should be limited to calls of not more than 
five minutes, with plenty of space between contacts. ---

Second 2 Meter Repeater Could 
Become a Reality 


Should MDARC and the RRRG bigin investigating 
acquisition of a second 2 meter repeater that could be 
linked to 147.06? 


RRRG leaders have learned of a potential repeater for 
acquisition. That repeater could expand our present 2 
meter coverage, and give MDARC a “cushion” should 
we, or someone else, need it in an emergency. 


“We have enough now” might be an argument against 
expansion. However, the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club has increased by leaps and bounds. With 430 
members it is now one of the biggest, and most highly 
respected, clubs in California. We operate four repeaters 
- 2m, 220, 440, and ATV - efficiently and effectively. 


Club repeaters are open. They are available for 


emergency use 24 hours a day. 


There is one drawback to our operation. All of our 
“eggs” are on Mt. Diablo. Suppose something more 
traumatic than the Oakland firestorm hit the area. 
Suppose we lost our 2 meter machine, which is used by 
more MDARC and RRRG members han all of the others 
combined. 


The proposed acquisition itself would be inexpensive, 
but upkeep might add to our operating costs. I'd like to 
hear from the RRRG membership before the next 
meeting so we can determine if this opportunity is worth 
pursuing.

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Restrictive Antenna Ordinances 
"Cranking Up” in East Bay 


It began in Pittsburg, and now Orinda and 
Walnut Creek are considering “highly 
restrictive and _ discriminatory” zoning 
ordinances which are aimed at putting amateur 
radio towers underground. 


“Amateur radio operators have go to be 
vigilant to what is being proposed before their 
Planning Commissions and City Councils,” 
said Dick Schulze, AA6DL. He added, “More 
importantly, only responsible and 
knowledgeable voices from the amateur radio 
community should address governing bodies, 
and then only as appropriate.” 


Schulze urged hams whose stations are 
affected by proposed zoning or city ordinances 
to contact MDARC President Pete Tormey at 
680-0920. Tormey will assign a response team 
to work with the agency involved. 


"Ham radio is a valuable asset to any 
community,” Schulze said, adding, “It’s up to 
us to protect the asset.” 


Orinda’s anti-ham ordinance is scheduled for 
another hearing in mid-January. Walnut 
Creek's ordinance is scheduled for introduction 
in December. ---Paul Girard, TC6TZU 


(Ironically, MDARC received a letter from the 
Mayor of Orinda thanking us for responding to 
the Oakland fire the same month the antenna 
ordinance was proposed.

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Letter to the Editor 


Intelligent Preparation vs. Emotional 
Reaction 


This article will be brief but hopefully it will 
address some pertinent points regarding the 
generally excellent amateur radio response to 
the recent, tragic Oakland firestorm. While 
my professional responsibilities did not 
permit me to respond to the incident as a 
RACES volunteer, that did not deter me from 
listening to the amateur response with a 
professional ear and amateur’s interest. What 
I heard on the OES Region I control 
frequency (147.735) made me proud as an 
amateur and public safety official. It also 
pointed out, once again, the need to organize 
and train in advance of an incident occuring. 
It revealed that the tendency for volunteerism 
among the untrained and unprepared persists 
in spite of the fact that emotional reactions--- 
“wanting to help’--- can be _ counter- 
productive. 


Disasters such as the Oakland fire need the 
involvement of amateurs---amateurs 
organized in advance and pre-trained through 
affiliation with entities such as RACES and/or 
ARES. The amateur radio effort suffers when 
the well-meaning, but untrained violate net 
control protocols, offer services on an ad-hoc 
basis that simply cannot be accepted because 
of public entity liability, or when amateurs in 
their zeal overstep the “mission” assigned by 
the Incident Commander. 


Make no mistake, I'm not criticizing the 
amateur radio response to the Oakland 
disaster. It was a credit to our hobby. 
However, those amateurs who had prepared 
ahead of time for such an event, and who 
were organized and affiliated with the 
appropriate response entity did far more good 
than those amateurs who simply reacted 
emotionally to this tragedy. 


There will be a next time--be it a fire, flood, 
or earthquake. Now is the time for those who 
wanted to help but whose efforts were 
unsuccessful to climb aboard the mainstream 
of the RACES/ARES organization. That will 
yield the type of preparation and training that 
will make you a valuable contributor the next 
time around.

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MDARC Annual Awards 


Ham of the Year 

This is awarded to the radio amateur who contributes the most to the amateur radio community by providing 
public service, promoting goodwill in and out of the amateur radio community, and supporting the activities of 
the club. Contributions to RACES, MARS, ARRL, NTS, radio classes, and other activities are included for 
eligibility. Any club member nominated to the awards chairman will be considered. The award will only be 
given to one person. 


Kilroy Key 

This is awarded to the club member who contributes the most to the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club and its 
members. Radio amateurs who support the club by helping with meetings, auctions, classes, field day, public 
relations, and a host of other activities for the club are eligible. The award will only be given to one person. 


Public Service Award 

This is awarded to the club member who contributes the most to amateur radio by assisting in public service. 
This can be awarded for service above and beyond the call of duty, or by persistent service to our community 
through participation in public service events. This award includes events not directly sponsored by MDARC, 
but may be sponsored individually or by other organizations. This award is given annually to as many people as 
the board feels is appropriate. 


W6CX Award for Life-Time Service 

Awarded to the person who, over the years, has consistently and unselfishly given of themselves for the 
betterment of amateur radio or the local community. Any person, ham or non-ham, is eligible for this award. 
This may be awarded at any time during the year, and may be given to several people annually.
